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Obama Bracing to Be Outspent 


President concedes 
Romney is on track 
to raise more money 


Washington 


Barack Obama was the first pres- 
idential candidate to raise more 
than $100 million in a month and 
in 2008 was the first to forgo public 
money for his campaign. Now, he 
faces the very real threat of being 
the first president to be outspent 
by a challenger. 

Obama, who four years ago 
broke just about every fundraising 
record for a presidential hopeful, 
has now been forced to look his sup- 
porters in the eye and confess he 
might not keep pace with Repub- 
lican Mitt Romney. It’s a sobering 
realization for his campaign, which 
had imagined an unlimited budget 
for ads, offices and mail.

his re-election campaign,” Obama 
wrote to supporters recently. 
Obama and his allied DNC com- 
mittees raised $71 million in June, 
short of Romney’s and Republicans’ 
$106 million. Romney’s June haul 
was just the second time in histo- 
ry that an American campaign and 


its partner committees passed the 
$100 million mark, and signals the 
2012 GOP presidential fundraising 
could break Obama’s 2008 record 
of $745 million. The reports also 
mark a second consecutive month 
Obama trailed his rival. 

From the days when Obama and

Romney formally announced their 
campaigns, Obama and his affiliat- 
ed party groups have raised $552.5 
million, compared with Romney’s 
$394.9 million. The nonpartisan 
Sunlight Foundation broke down 
the numbers and noted that Rom- 
ney would need to bring in $39.5 
million more than Obama each 
month to exceed his total. 

That leaves a steep climb for 
Romney, but not an impossible 
one. Conservatives who were skep- 
tical of Romney now are rallying 
behind him. 

Never before has an incumbent 
president failed to outraise a chal- 
lenger, according to the Center for 
Responsive Politics, a campaign 
finance watchdog. In Obama’s 
record-setting 2008 campaign, 
he made history in September by 
raising $150 million.

U.N.: Fight Against HIV Improves 


Report: 8M affected 
in poor countries are 
receiving treatment 


Washington 


Arecord 8 million people with HIV 
in poor countries were receiving 
potentially life-saving treatment 
last year and new infections among 
children are dropping steadily, the 
United Nations said Wednesday, 
in an encouraging report on the 
AIDS epidemic. 

The report comes days before 
the world’s largest AIDS conference 
opens in the nation’s capital with the 
goal of finally “turning the tide” on 
the epidemic, citing research that’s 
possible to dramatically stem the 
spread of the HIV virus. 

“The world deserves no less 
than a future of zero new HIV 
infections, zero discrimination 
and zero AIDS-related deaths,” 
Michel Sidibe, executive director of 
UNAIDS, the Joint United Nations 


Treatment and Prevention 


Increasing access to treatment doesn’t just save the lives of people Liv- 
ing with HIV. New research shows that treating them early so they stay healthy 
also makes them far less likely to infect others, a strategy called “treatment 
as prevention.” “We need to get that number up as rapidly as possible,” said 
Chris Collins of amFAR, the Foundation for AIDS Research, who called the 2011 
treatment increase unexpectedly high. “If we can get to scale with AIDS treat- 
ment, we're not only saving lives but we're preventing infection and beginning 


to end this epidemic.” (ap) 


Program on HIV and AIDS, wrote 
in Wednesday’s report. 

The world is nowhere near that 
ideal yet: Some 34.2 million peo- 
ple are living with the AIDS virus 
globally, including 2.5 million who 
became infected last year. And 1.7 
million died in 2011. New infec- 
tions and deaths dropped slight- 
ly last year. 

But the report found progress 
toward some interim goals. 

More than 8 million people with 
HIV in poor and middle-income 
countries received AIDS medica- 
tions last year, up from 6.6 mil- 


lion in 2010, said the report from 
UNAIDS, the United Nations pro- 
gram on HIV and AIDS. At that 
rate, the world should meet a U.N. 
goal of having 15 million people in 
those countries on treatment by 
2015, the report found. 

About 330,000 children were 
newly infected in 2011, a 24 percent 
drop since 2009, the report found. 
Nearly 60 percent of the 1.5 million 
pregnant women living with HIV 
in poor countries received effective 
anti-AIDS medications last year, to 
lower their chances of infecting their 
babies.

Attack in Damascus 
A Blow to Assad’s Rule 


Blast kills 3 top aides 
as violence spreads 
in Syrian capital 


Rebels penetrated the heart of Syr- 
ia’s power elite Wednesday, deto- 
nating a bomb inside a high-level 
crisis meeting in Damascus that 
killed three leaders of the regime, 
including President Bashar Assad’s 
brother-in-law and the defense 
minister. 

The unprecedented blow to 
the ruling dynasty could mark 
a turning point in the civil war, 
suggesting that those once close 
to Assad are turning against him. 
The bombing follows some of the 
worst bloodshed of the 16-month 
uprising, a growing list of high- 
ranking defections and mounting 


frustration by world leaders over 
their inability to find a diplomat- 
ic solution. 

The White House said the 
bombing showed Assad was “los- 
ing control” of Syria. 

Rebels claimed responsibili- 
ty for the attack, saying they had 
been planning it for two months 
and finally decided to plant the 
bomb in the room where the top 
government security officials in 
charge of crushing the revolt were 
holding a crisis meeting. 

“God willing, this is the begin- 
ning of the end of the regime,” said 
Riad al-Asaad, a commander of the 
disparate rebel forces who operate 


across the country. 

“Hopefully Bashar will be next,” 
Al-Asaad said in a chilling warning 
to Syria’s 46-year-old president. 

The whereabouts of Assad, his 
wife and his three young children 
were unclear. He gave no immedi- 
ate statements on the attack, which 
state-run TV initially blamed on 
a suicide bomber but later called 
a bomb. 

The attack came at a time of 
great momentum for the forces 
trying to oust Assad. Although 
the uprising began in March 
2011, recent weeks have seen a 
spike in potentially game-chang- 
ing events.

Of Attack in Bulgaria 


Bus carrying Israelis 
explodes, leaving at

A bomb exploded on a bus carry- 
ing Israeli youth in a Bulgarian 
resort Wednesday, killing at least 
six people and wounding 32, offi- 
cials said. Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu called it “an 
Iranian terror attack” and prom- 
ised a tough response. 

The explosion took place in the 
Black Sea city of Burgas. TV imag- 
es showed smoke billowing from 
the scene — a parking lot at the air- 
port where the Israeli tourists had 
arrived shortly before the blast. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Avig- 
dor Lieberman said the explosion 
was caused by a bomb placed on 
the bus. He said seven people died, 
but by Wednesday night the Bul- 
garian Foreign Ministry had placed 
the death toll at six. 

No group immediately claimed

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Poll: D.C. on Wrong Track 


Residents concerned 
about city’s direction 
amid mayoral probe 


Washington 


A growing number of District res- 
idents say the city is moving in the 
wrong direction, according to a 
new Washington Post poll. 

Itis the first time a Post poll has 
found a plurality of D.C. residents 
concerned about the city’s direc- 
tion since summer 2006. 

Forty-five percent of respon- 
dents to the new poll say city mat- 
ters are generally on the wrong 
track versus 40 percent who believe 
the opposite. 

The findings come as city pol- 
itics and government have been 
beset by scandal and criminal pros- 
ecutions, including an ongoing 
probe into Mayor Vincent Gray’s 


With Mayor Gray’s 2010 campaign under 
investigation, a poll reveals concerns.

The numbers, while represent- 
ing a significant increase in citizen 
unease from The Post’s previous 
D.C. poll in May 2011, are nowhere 
near the depths plumbed in the

early to mid-1990s, when 70 per- 
cent or more felt that the city was 
on the wrong track. 

And in the past year, the poll 
found, residents have become 
slightly more confident in the 
city’s economy. Last May, 50 per- 
cent of respondents said the state 
of the economy was good or excel- 
lent, but that has since risen to 55 
percent. 

Younger residents, 30 or under, 
are generally more optimistic than 
older residents about the city’s 
direction. Men are significant- 
ly more optimistic than women, 
and white residents tilt negative, 
while black residents are more 
evenly split. 

The poll reached 1,002 adult 
District residents between Sun- 
day and Tuesday. Results have 
a margin of error of plus or 
minus 4 percentage points.

By completing a deal early, the Redskins have 
improved RGIII’s chances for long-term success 


The Redskins 


It doesn’t guarantee a team’s success to 
get its prized rookie quarterback into the 
fold a week before the veterans show up 
for training camp. But it doesn’t hurt, 
either, especially when many other teams’ 
top picks remain unsigned. 

The Redskins removed another obsta- 
cle to the long-term success of Rob- 
ert Griffin III and — they hope — their 
own resurgence when they signed Grif 
fin to a four-year, $21.1 million contract 
Wednesday. 

“Tt can be just money thrown away if 
you don’t get a young quarterback signed 
to get him there on time,” former NFL 
coach Dan Reeves said. “It’s so important 
for him to get there and get his timing 
down with his receivers and everything. 
There’s so much of it that’s mental.” 

Griffin, the second overall choice in 
the NFL draft in April, missed two days 
of conditioning workouts and classroom 
work for Redskins rookies this week. But 


he didn’t miss any practice time. Redskins 
veterans report to training camp next 
Wednesday, and the opening practice of 
camp is scheduled for next Thursday. 

Griffin agreed to the deal late Tues- 
day, according to his agent, Ben Dogra. 
He signed his contract Wednesday and 
joined the team’s other rookies at Red- 
skins Park. 

His fully guaranteed contract includes 
a signing bonus of $13.8 million and a sal- 
ary for the 2012 season of $390,000, the 
rookie minimum. Under the terms of the 
sport’s rookie pay system, the deal con- 
tains a team option for a fifth season. 

There still are no guarantees that 
Griffin, who already has been named the 
Redskins’ starter by coach Mike Shana-

han, will thrive in the NFL as he did in 
college, where he won the Heisman Tro- 
phy last season at Baylor. But Griffin and 
the Redskins improved their odds of suc- 
cess by completing the contract before 
the team’s opening practice of training 
camp, analysts said. 


Robert Griffin III's contract contains no 
“offset” language, according toa person 
with knowledge of the deal who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity because the contract 
details had not been announced. Soif the 
Redskins release Griffin, they would owe him 
the full amount of his guaranteed contract, 
evenifhe signs with another team. (Twp) 


“Tt’s a huge step,” said former NFL 
quarterback Warren Moon, a member of 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame. “Pm sur- 
prised it took even this long. The earli- 
er that you can get in as a young quar- 
terback and get involved — every rep is 
going to help him.” 

The team and Griffin appeared to 
benefit from the second year of the NFL's 
rookie pay system, which was designed 
to reduce the amount of guaranteed 
money in the contracts of unproven play- 
ers entering the league and simplify con- 
tract negotiations in order to get rookies 
to camp on time. Before Griffin’s deal, 
the top eight 2012 draft choices were 
unsigned. Some in the league were sur- 
prised that Griffin signed before fellow 
rookie quarterback Andrew Luck, the 
Stanford product drafted first overall by 
the Indianapolis Colts. 

Now the Redskins know at least that 
Griffin won’t follow the paths of former 
Redskin Heath Shuler and ex-Raider 
JaMarcus Russell, quarterbacks who had 
disappointing NFL careers after missing 
training camp time as rookies because of 
stalemated contract talks. 

“Not only do you miss the physical 
work and the mental work, but you put 
more pressure on yourself and more pres- 
sure is put on you from the outside,’ Moon 
said.

Woods can reclaim 
top ranking with a 
victory at the Open 


Tiger Woods’ last trip to northwest 
England for the British Open ended 
in a two-shot win at Royal Liver- 
pool. That was six years ago, and 
it seems even longer. 

It was his first major after the 
death of his father, and he sobbed 
on the shoulder of his caddie and 
his wife, both of whom are no lon- 
ger with him. There was no discus- 
sion about No. 1 in the world because 
Woods’ point average was nearly 
double that of Phil Mickelson. 

Now it’s a matter of getting 
back. The good news for Woods 
is that the British Open at Royal 
Lytham & St. Annes is the first 
major since the 2011 Masters that 
he has a mathematical chance to 
return to No. 1 in the world. At this 
time a year ago, he was No. 19 and 
at home in Florida letting his leg 
injuries heal. 

Only it’s not that simple. Woods 
now has gone four years since win- 
ning his last major, and he conced- 
ed Tuesday that they are not getting 
any easier to win. Fifteen players 
have won the last 15 majors, the 
longest stretch without a multiple 
winner since 1993 to 1998. 

But when asked whether he 
was feeling any anxiety over when 
he will win another major, Woods 
simply shook his head. “I just try 
and put myself there,” Woods said. 
“T think that if I continue putting

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A new collection of 
photos reconsiders 
the lives of animals 


If you had to name the closest 
relationship you have with an 
animal, chances are you'd say “my 
best friend, Rover” or “the bacon 
I had for breakfast.” But in many 
pockets of our modern world — even 
in our city — animals of all types 
live and work alongside people in 
unexpected ways. 

Dutch photographer Charlotte 
Dumas explores this idea through 
lush, solemn portraits of various 
beasts. And though her works can 
certainly pull at the heartstrings, 
Dumas’ intent is more nuanced. 

Paul Roth, curator of “Charlotte 
Dumas: Anima,” on view through 
Oct. 28 at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, says Dumas’ work gets at the 
personalities and contributions of 
her animal subjects. 

“We live in cities, we live in sub- 
urbs,” he says. “And our relation- 
ships with animals are more likely 
to be owner-to-pet, or food.”

For this series, Dumas focused on the 

funerary horses that pull caisson 
carts carrying service members’ coffins. She caught the horses at night, before they fell asleep. The photos telegraph nobility, 
which leads Dumas to raise interesting questions: Do we read the photographs that way because we know what the horses do 
to honor those who have made the ultimate sacrifice? Are the horses themselves aware of their contributions? “They're working 
animals; they're bred and trained to carry out a set of tasks,” Roth says. “The 21-gun salute, the weeping people at the grave site, 
the ceremony, the flags — these are regular, happenstance things for them, but for the people standing by the grave, they are 
momentous and profound. | wonder if [the horses] feel that gravity. [Dumas is] really interested in those questions.” 


The homeless

may not have a

their leashes, but they do have what 
many homeless people lack: an identity 
within the mainstream community. 
Every dog in this series has aname. 
“[Dumas] would ask people, ‘Does this 
dog have aname?’ And they'd say, ‘Oh, 
that’s Tom Tom,” Roth says. (That's 
Tom Tom above.) “They'd just be given a 
name by a community member, and that 
name would spread and the dog would 
become part of a community's life.” 
Dumas captured some dogs in settings 
that might, at first, seem to be refuges 
of homeless people — cardboard boxes 
and shopping carts, for example. Roth 
says that choice puts the animal's 
experience in context. “Those might be 
visual indicators we expect to see when 
looking at a documentary photograph of 
ahomeless person,” he says. “But she's 
not pretending to say anything about 
what it means to be a homeless dog. 
She's trying to get people to ask those 
questions themselves.” 


A day at the races in Palermo, 

Italy, takes on a reflective 
tone in this series. “[Dumas] is selecting groups of animals 
quite deliberately; they are chosen for their relationship to 
humanity,” Roth says. “She's always trying to think about 
groups or classes, because there's a story she can tell 
between the images. She wants to show something the 
audience might not know or may not be able to imagine.” 
At the track, the horses are nothing but speeding blurs; in 
this series, the tethered, still heads of the horses are the 
focus, offering moments to pause and consider the animal. 
“You are looking into the eyes, just like you would with a 
Rembrandt,” Roth says.

While horses and dogs are in 
no danger of extinction, that’s not 


the case with gray wolves. This is the focus of the “Reverie” 
series, which features rescued wolves in nature preserves 
around the world. These wolves now depend on humans 

_ for their very survival — ironic, considering it’s probably 
our fault they're endangered in the first place. “I think 
[Dumas is] really responding to her times, which is very 
common for photographers,” Roth says. “Her subject is the 
disappearance of animals in human life. That dependence

What made you turn to nonfiction? 

| was interested in seeing if it would be possi- 
ble to have a bunch of different voices speak 
about their experiences with HIV/AIDS. 


What surprised you the most? 

People say HIV is such a taboo subject, peo- 
ple run away from it. But what | found is peo- 
ple were very open about speaking about 
the disease and their experiences with it. 


Are you optimistic about the future for 
prevention and for those living with AIDS? 
lam. The more people you treat, the more 
people realize that this is not an end-of-life 
thing. And it's sort of like, as opposed to a vi- 
cious cycle, it’s a positive cycle: The more 
you see, the more you do, the better it gets.

Not Afraid to 
Play the Pop 


Indie-popper Dent May 
expands his musical 
repertoire on a new disc 


Most indie musicians would be embar- 
rassed to be caught DJing at a wedding 
reception, spinning Beyoncé’s “Single 
Ladies (Put a Ring on It)” for dressed-up 
crowds dancing awkwardly in church 
basements. Not Dent May. 

When he’s not touring, the Oxford, 
Miss., singer-songwriter books recep- 
tion gigs on the side “to pay the bills,” 
he says. He shamelessly embraces the 
cheese factor and finds inspiration in 
popular dance tracks. 


“T really love the stereotypical wed- 
ding jams, the old disco tunes and 
the songs that everyone in the world 
loves to hear,” he says. “I wanted to 
tap into that and make super-accessi- 
ble music that makes people feel good, 
but with a twist.” 

His second album, “Do Things,” is 
a sugary indie-pop confection, frosted 
like a cake with sweet-tooth synths and 
slow-jam vocals. Songs such as “Best 
Friend” and “Wedding Day” portray 
an artist with a busy brain and an 
impulse to go against the flow. 

“It’s really frustrating to hear 
indie-rock bands that just straight-up 
sound like Joy Division,” May says. “I 
want to bring in [sounds and influ- 
ences] that people think are cheesy,

whether it’s the Bee Gees or Beyon- 
cé. I listen to all kinds of music.

“Do Things” is a big change for 
May, who is perhaps most famous as a 
pop ukulele player. On his first album, 
2009’s “The Good Feeling Music of 
Dent May & His Magnificent Ukulele,” 
he crooned Sinatra-style and strummed 
out simple chords. But after touring 
for that album, he abandoned his sig- 
nature instrument. 

“T was sick of it,” he says. “I never 
wanted to be the ukulele guy. I didn’t 
want to die and have people say, ‘Oh, 
that ukulele guy died’ I want to show 
people that I can do anything.” 

That’s his credo as he begins writ- 
ing his third album, which he says will 
be corny and weird in completely new 
ways. “I want every album I make to 
be totally different from the one before 
it,” he says. “That way, it’ll be fun for 
me and it’ll be fun for listeners, too.”

Let’s Talk 
About Faith 


‘Church’ takes an 
earnest look at what 
it means to believe 


In political Washington, discourse 
about religion doesn’t often delve 
into personal relationships with 
God. Instead, it’s about control 
— whether it’s funding for reli- 
gious education or the notion 
that our national values should 
be based on those of a specific 
belief system. 


“Church,” a play by Young Jean 
Lee currently playing at Forum The- 
atre, makes no such argument. In 
fact, it makes no argumentat all. It 
doesn’t even have a plot. It’s just a 
small group of actors playing min- 
isters, talking about their faith. If 
you didn’t have the play’s program 
in your hand, you might think you'd 
wandered into an actual church. 

“That earnest take was really 
important to me. That’s what drew 
me to the play,” director Michael 
Dove says. “I thought it was a real- 
ly fair look at a belief system that, if

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it works, people who are not believ- 
ers can still draw a lot from.” 

Dove was aware that audienc- 
es, religious and not, might be hos- 
tile to the play’s subject matter. He 
took the cast members to a church 
service, and he told them through- 
out the rehearsal process that it 
should never seem as if they were 
performing satire. 

“We spent a lot of time just 
talking about our own religious 
experiences,” says Dove, who was 
raised Pentecostal. “Growing up, 
we went to church three times a 
week, and my grandfather was a 
Pentecostal minister.” 

But the service in “Church” isn’t 
based directly on his real-life expe- 
rience, or anyone else’s. He and the 
cast decided that to escape the stig- 
ma associated with the evangelical 
movement, they had to pretend they 


were describing “some alien reli- 
gion,” as Dove phrases it. “We threw 
what we understand of Christiani- 
ty out the window.” 

Not that Dove didn’t draw on 
his own religious understanding 
when creating the atmosphere of 
the play. He thought back to his 
time in church, to remember what 
he had loved about it. 

“Tt was really important to me 
that even when discussing heavy 
subjects and talking about sin,” he 
says, “that the experience should be 
about community and expressing 
joy in finding relief from life’s dif- 
ficulties — relief and understand- 
ing.”

A Legend’s ‘Journeys’ 


Jonathan Demme's new 
doc on Neil Young follows 
the singer on tour and in 
his Canadian hometown 


At 66, legendary singer Neil Young can 
do pretty much whatever he wants. So, 
he’s doing everything. 

In 2010, he briefly reunited with 
Buffalo Springfield after a 40-year hia- 
tus. Last month, he dropped the cov- 
ers collection “Americana,” his first 
album with backing band Crazy Horse 
in more than eight years. In October, 
he’ll release a memoir, “Waging Heavy 
Peace.” And starting Friday, you can 
catch him on the big screen in “Neil 
Young Journeys,” the third film in a 
series directed by Jonathan Demme. 
What makes the film stand out? 


The Story 


Before the music starts, Demme fol- 


lows Young on a tour of the “town in 
North Ontario” he sang so fondly about 
in 1970’s “Helpless.” Driving a 1956 
Crown Victoria, Young and his broth- 
er, Bob, return to Omemee, Ontario, 
their rural Canadian hometown, en 
route to Toronto’s iconic Massey Hall. 
“Tt’s all gone,” Young notes as he visits 
places he hasn’t seen in years, “but it’s 
still in my head.” 


The Music 

The bulk of the film features Young 
onstage during the last two nights of 
his 2011 solo tour, which saw him mix- 
ing early ’70s favorites and previously 
unreleased songs with tracks from his 
2010 album “Le Noise.” 

Armed with only an electric guitar, 
Young maintains the intensity of clas- 
sics such as “Ohio” and “Down by the 
River.” Switching to organ, he turns 
“After the Gold Rush” into a carnival 
song. Of the unreleased cuts, touching 
ballads “Leia” and “You Never Call” 
are highlights.

The Directing 

No one shoots concerts like Demme, 
who directed the Talking Heads’ 1983 
live-show masterpiece “Stop Making 
Sense.” He lets the camera linger on 
a single shot for longer than any other 
director would, forcing viewers to focus 
on the music. 

Demme also installed small cam- 
eras in Young’s piano and mic stand, 
resulting in some odd but arresting 
images. On “Hitchhiker,” he stays 
fixed on the microphone camera, 
which cuts Young’s head off at his 
eyes to a hypnotic effect. Things get 
visceral, too: Early in the song, a drop 
of sweat or spit lands on the camera 
and stays there, and so does Demme.

The relationship portrayed in 
“Ruby Sparks” sounds good on 
paper, anyway. 

In the quirky romcom, which 
opens Wednesday, writer Calvin 
(Paul Dano) has hit a wall. His first 
novel was a bestseller and a liter- 
ary success; since then, though, 
he’s been blocked — until the day 
he starts typing (literally; he uses 
a typewriter!) about his dream girl 
and she appears, pantsless, in his 
kitchen eating cereal. Turns out 
that whatever Calvin writes about 
Ruby comes true, and at first it 
seems like a perfect situation — 
just like the beginnings of many 
relationships. 

“T think of the whole movie as 
a metaphor for the beginning of a 
relationship,” says Zoe Kazan, who 
wrote the film and stars as Ruby. 
“When the other person burps, it’s 
cute. And then when you get a year 
into that relationship, it’s like, ‘God, 
with the burping again?” 

As Ruby develops from a dream- 
girl trope to a person with actu- 
al emotions, hang-ups and a ten- 
dency to veg out in front of reality 
show marathons, Calvin is faced

with a temptation. After all, he can 
make her better. He can make her 
happy — and make her be happy. 
But he doesn’t. 

“When he realizes he can change 
her, [he thinks] it would be immor- 
al,” says Kazan, 28. “That’s where 
you cut forward in the relation- 
ship and he’s tempted to change 
her because things have started to 
bother him, and she’s not happy 
and he can see that. And he doesn’t 


know how to make her happy. So 
he’s aware from the start that it’s too 
much power to have, but at a cer- 


tain point, he can’t help but want 
to use that power.” 

“Ruby Sparks” clearly has mag- 
ical moments, but the fundamen- 
tal message is grounded in reality, 
Kazan says. “When you really love 
someone, you know every button 
you could push to hurt them. But 
you don’t push them because you 
don’t want to hurt them. So, you 
do have power over someone when 
you love them. You're responsible 
for them. And it’s just a matter of 
using your powers for good, not 
evil.”

Three Cups of Coffee 


Freshly brewed java is the centerpiece of an Ethiopian tradition that brings folks together 


Even without an Ethiopian background or heritage, plenty of Washingtonians 
can tell their wot from their injera. But there’s more to Ethiopian cuisine than its 
relatively well-known stew and bread. The African country’s world-famous coffee beans 
have been the centerpiece of a traditional ceremony for generations. Tebabu Assefa, 
co-founder of Takoma Park, Md.-based Blessed Coffee and the founder of Silver Spring’s 
upcoming second annual Ethiopian Festival, spoke to Express about the ceremony.

What's the importance of coffee in 
Ethiopian culture? 

In the Ethiopian culture, coffee is a 
social beverage. From small villag- 
es to big villas, people get togeth- 
er once a day after lunch and go 
through the rituals of a coffee cer- 
emony. It has been done for thou- 
sands and thousands of years. 


What made you want to introduce 
the coffee ceremony to Americans? 
I’m not introducing coffee alone, 
even though Ethiopia is known 
for the finest coffee in the world. 
I want to bring the social, the 
cultural components of the cof- 


fee ceremony, because people in 
America don’t have time to have 
a conversation. And I’m trying to 
stress the importance of sitting in 
a circle with friends, family and 
the public. Really, we have a chill 
time; it’s a good time for conver- 
sation. It’s looking in each other’s 
eye and saying, “How are you?” 
and meaning it. 


Whatare the key elements of a 
coffee ceremony? 

It’s a three-cup ritual. Every cup is 
made the same way. It’s ground in 
a clay pot that’s specially made for 
coffee. It will take about 60 to 90

minutes. Family and friends will 
sit, have conversation, laughter, and 
it’s very lively. 


Sounds like a Lot of caffeine! 

The first cup has a strong taste of 
espresso and then it will be watered 
down [progressively] in the second 
and the third cups. So, in the course 
of the ceremony, you can probably 
drink a 12-ounce coffee. 


Does coffee prepared in the Ethio- 
pian style taste differently from 
what Americans are used to? 

It’s creamier, it’s more chocolaty ... 
because the coffee is made [and 
ground] in a clay pot. [During brew- 
ing,] you let the sediment settle 
and you drink the clear part. The 
best coffee still has all the oil [from 
the beans].

Traditional Ethiopian coffee 
ceremonies unfold ina 
specific yet leisurely manner. 
The host hand-washes green 
coffee beans, roasts them ina 
pan over a charcoal stove (top), 
grinds them with a mortar and 
pestle and brews the coffee, 
before straining and serving it. 
It’s considered rude to leave 
before the third cup, called 
“paraka” (meaning “blessed”). 
To really understand what 
the ceremony is about, "you

(a nonprofit/for-profit hybrid) 
that aims to connect the local 
community with a cooperative 
of 200,000 Ethiopian coffee 
farmers. The best place to 
experience a coffee ceremony 
is at the home of an Ethiopian 
family; restaurants in the U.S. 
don't typically offer them, 
Assefa says. He hopes to 
change that when Blessed 
Coffee opens a cafe in 
Takoma Park, Md., within the

Bistro Vivant makes 
the most of carefully 
curated ingredients 


The chief attraction at the latest 
dining addition to McLean, Va., is 
a wall-size chalkboard that shows 
off the choice shopping habits of 
one of its co-owners. The color- 
ful list of specials, which recently 
included roasted local peaches and 
zucchini blossoms, is “the whole 
decoration” of Bistro Vivant, jests 
restaurateur Aykan Demiroglu, a 
regular customer at the Dupont 
Circle FreshFarm Market. 

Last seen at the now-shuttered 
Locanda on Capitol Hill, Demiro- 
glu partnered with chef Domeni- 
co Cornacchia of the Assaggi res- 
taurants in Bethesda and McLean 
to open the 70-seat Bistro Vivant 
in May. The two go back to when 
they worked at the now-closed Sette 
Bello in Arlington. (Their French 
theme is not a stretch. Demiroglu 
is also a veteran of the late Le Par- 
adou, helmed by Yannick Cam in 
Penn Quarter. Born in Istanbul, 
Demiroglu went to French schools 
in both Switzerland and Turkey.) 

Escargots, blanquette de veau, 
creme brulee: All the usual suspects 
appear on the standing menu. As is 
so often the case, appetizers are the 
most fun. Think plum toma- 
to and Cantal cheese tart 
set off with spiky frisee, 
and a salad of glistening 
Italian anchovies draped 
over lightly sauteed Pad- 
ron peppers. Duck con- 
fit, an entree, arrives with 
oddly sweet lentils. Crisp Mediter- 
ranean sea bass (flown in from Tur- 
key twice a week) rests on a butter 
sauce that tastes as pale as it looks

on the plate. Find room for those 

peaches, simply served with snips 

of basil and a scoop of straw- 
berry sorbet. 

The light-filled dining

Widowed by hubby’s fantasy sports 
obsession? Don’t get mad, get Kim 
Kardashian. Or Tom Cruise. Or 
Kate Middleton. 

Fantasy sports leagues are big 
business online, drawing more than 
33 million fans of football and other 
sports. Now, celeb watchers have 
their own websites to draft “teams” 
and trash talk their friends. 

They take on such names as “The 
Lifestyles of the Vain and Narcis- 
sistic,” “Pop Stars and Posers” and 
“Snookipocolypse.” They hold boozy 
draft parties, sometimes play for 
token cash and even have stats of 
their own to pore over. 

Angelle Smith, a 31-year-old 
attorney in Washington, drafted a 
team in the “Celebrity Wonkettes” 
league at the urging ofa friend. The 
league soon became the “Celebri- 
ty Wonks & Wonkettes” when they 
coaxed a few guys to join. 

“She said, ‘Do you think other 
people care as much about following 
celebrities as we do?’ I said, ‘Abso- 
lutely;” Smith recalls. “Within about 
10 minutes, we had a pretty solid

Their site of choice is Celebrity 
FantasyDraft.com, which offers a 
database of 2,500 celebs to choose 
from and sends out weekly point 
counts in email based on the num- 
ber and placement of photos in mag- 
azines over a two-month season.

‘Life Is Good’ for Nas 


Album Review 


The cover of Nas’ “Life Is Good,” 
the Queens legend’s 10th studio 
album, is a shot of the 38-year- 
old rapper sitting on a leather ban- 
quette, and in his lap is the green 
dress his ex-wife, singer Kelis, wore 
at their 2005 wedding. 

Based on that image, and a 
recent run of not-great luck divorce, 
IRS issues), one might think “Life 
Is Good” is a tongue-in-cheek title 
for a collection of bitter tracks. But 
it’s actually earnestly upbeat. On 
the album, Nas expresses nostal- 
gia for the 1990s without pitiful- 
ly longing for his heyday, and he 
unpacks some of his rich guy issues 
while also acknowledging that he 
has a pretty extraordinary life —a 
trick many seasoned MCs in his age 
bracket have failed to pull off. 

The Salaam Remi-produced 
“Bye Baby,” which samples Guy’s 
New Jack-era slow jam “Goodbye 
Love,” finds Nas rhyming in great 
detail about his relationship with 
Kelis. But instead of saying good 
riddance to her, he maintains 
that he’s happy to have taken a 
chance on love. 


On “A Queens Story,” Nas 
dusts off the detailed street 
reportage that earned 1994’s 
“TIlmatic” a spot in the hip-hop 
canon. Lines about “cheeba in 
yellow sacks, dope sold in laun- 
dromats” are likely reconstruct- 
ed from hazy, decades-old mem- 
ories, but they’re delivered with 


the urgency of live accounts. Less 
important than the tales them- 
selves is being alive to recount 
them: “Put your glass high if you 
made it out the stash spot / And 
here to tell the story and celebrate 
the glory,” he rhymes. 

The ever-morphing rapper 
talks about parental anxieties 
on “Daughters,” Queens hip-hop 
of yore on “The Don,” and find- 
ing true love on the much-talked 
about “Cherry Wine,” a collabora- 
tion with the late Amy Winehouse. 
Although Nas laments the work of 
finding a soul mate on the track, as 
the late singer backs him up with 
a soulful hook, the unspoken mes- 
sage is that Nas is just glad he’s 
still around to continue his search.

Broken Bonds 
Of Brotherhood 


A Nashville rock duo 
stumbles on its bland 
major label debut 


Nashville’s JEFF the Brotherhood 
clawed its way from basements to 
the big time over the past decade, 
thanks to live shows that were like 
sweaty body slams. 

The guitar-drums duo of actu- 
al brothers Jake and Jamin Orrall 
fuses garage and stoner rock with 
power pop to create songs that are 
melodic but powerful enough to 
leave you with mystery bruises the 
next morning. 

The Orralls have been adher- 
ing to this simple formula since 
they were teenagers, which makes 
it all the more baffling how JEFF 
could misfire so badly on “Hyp- 
notic Nights,” a bland major label 
debut that’s lacking in brute force 
and compelling hooks. 

These 11 songs certainly glisten, 
but they are scrubbed so thorough- 


ly that any real sense of personal- 
ity has been washed away, a bleak 
reminder of alternative rock’s dying 
days in the late 90s. The album’s 
highlights (“Sixpack,” “Hypnotic 
Mind”) sound like Weezer leftovers: 
goofy, chug-a-lug rockers with lyr- 
ics that could kindly be called mind- 
less. Good luck finding a more will- 
fully stupid line this year than “It’s 
pretty hot out ... I wanna cool out/
